Second, as we get older we see more clearly how destructive 
it would he if all the good ideas of youth were allowed to become 
immediately effective. The first two Great Reforms in whose 
service I mv^elf labored were both successful. I think now that 
both were had mistakes. 
So in our later years we give up the idea of a quick millenium. 
Some of us do it in deep discouragement. Others say: “I cannot 
lick the world, hut there is one part of it I can lick, namely, myself. 
T’ll vrv what I can do with that.” 
Tt’s a good sporting proposition. And who knows? Maybe 
:!;e spread of that simple idea is the real plan.
